--the equipment on Victory Ships was naval in nature, in that it was seagoing, 
but the all-in-one consoles installed, of RMCA and Mackay manufacture, were 
not the equipment installed on warships. I repeat, the majority of these 
ships had no HF gear. Equipment of the latest design was not essential either, 
as their requirement was only to be able to operate in the 400 - 500 kc/s 

IF band; thus many if not most of the receivers in freighters, were 
regenerative 

types, and these worked just fine for this use. Nor was the TBY the latest 
design, 

with its superregen receiver and modulated VFO. In fact, the TBY proved not 
very practical in its original projected use, as a pack assault troops radio, 
but seemed to work fine in this use, as an intra-convoy walkie talkie. 

Also to repeat, the ship's radios used in peacetime were not to be used under 
convoy, except in case of distress messages.

The TBY external antenna is the COA-66089. The manual is dated 6/43; at least 
2148 were produced on this contract, NXss-27168 and NXsr-33385. 


The manual only mentions TBY thru TBY-2. An L-shaped bracket apparently had 
legs 

that poked into the battery strap holders on the antenna side of the TBY; 
this 

L bracket fixed the coax termination from the antenna coax, and transfered 

it to 

a short wire, which was screw fixed to the TBY antenna post. The antenna specs 
say 72.5 mc/s +- 1 Mc/s. While warships had their TBS antennas up as high 

as they 

could get them, the TBY antenna kit for general vessels includes a variety of 
mountings, including deck, bulkhead, and deck rail mounting hardware.

I've copied your entire list, which may seem a bit long, but I think 
it worth carrying because what you consider a puzzle shouldn't really 
be one, it seems to me. I'm not familiar with the 99 specifically, 
but do know several variants of RME-69 and RME-45, and have a feel for 
how RME went about things. 


Per Moore "Communications Receivers," the 99 had a complement of 12 
tubes. To put them in functional order: 
7A7 Rf preamp. (Pentode similar to 6SK7) 
7B8 Mixer (6SA7 in loctal pack) 

7A4 Local oscillator (loctal 635) 

7A7 (3 used) IF amplifiers. 

7F7 Det./1st audio (loctal 6SL7) 

7A4 Bfo oscillator. 

7A6 Avc/noise limiter (loctal 6SQ7). 

7C5 Audio Amp (loctal 6V6) 

VR-150 (0D3) Regulator 

80 Rectifier. 


Now, some cursory inspection should show you which tube sockets belong 
to which stage. On the 45, the RF amp is at the front next to the 
first capacitor stage, the tube immediately behind and the center cap 
section are the mixer and its RF input tank, and the rear cap stage is 
the local oscillator. The 99 uses a separate LO (the 45 has a 7J7 
which has an oscillator triode inside), so the LO and mixer are 
probably next to their respective cap sections. The three IF's should 
be pretty obvious (located next to IF transformers and wired to them). 
The detector/audio tube is between the last IF and the power amp, and 
probably has one section wired as a diode (the 69 used a diode 
detector). The Bfo will be near the last IF or detector, and a can 
with only one tuning cap in it. The Avc amp is peculiar to the 99; 
not used in the 69 or 45 designs, but it should be pretty easy to spot 
the noise limiter diode connections on a socket near the detector. 

The audio amp is at the end of the chain. 


Now, on tube types: 

7A7 and 7B7 are both RF pentodes with identical base wiring, and 
probably are plug-in interchangeable. Differences are that a 7B7 has 
a 150 ma. heater, and somewhat lower transconductance (1650 vs. 2000), 
but with that many gain stages, who needs transconductance? The 45 
works very well with one less IF stage using 7B7's, and the radio may 
actually have been built with them originally. 


VR-160? There ain't no such animal. As "VR" tubes, the series runs 
75/90/105/150, and those are the only gas mixes supplied. Your 
regulator is an 0D3/VR-150. 


6V6 for 7C5. Identical tubes, may have been original or a socket 
replacement. 


80 rectifier. RME used them for ages. If it's like the 45, the 80 is 
run within an inch of its life, and you'll want to pay some real 
attention to current draw. 


Your missing tube is a 7B7. You won't be able to tell what the 
original was, if 7B7's have be used to replace 7A7's, but I'd stick 
with 7B7's because of their lower heater current. Both tubes run with 
100 volt screens and 3 volt initial cathode bias, and while the 
nominal current used by a 7A7 is about 1 ma. higher, most designers 
would slap either 270 or 300 ohms in the cathode circuit and call it 
"good." The 45 uses 300 ohms. 


In top shape (i.e., completely rebuilt) the 45's are superb 
performers, and with those loctal tubes, actually have rock solid 10 
meter sensitivity and peformance. I suspect that the 99 is similar. 
Use of loctals and a separate LO for the mixer suggests that it will 
walk right up to the end of Band 6 and if tracking properly, will make 
you wonder why they didn't include 6 meters in the set too. 


Now, the downside: RME power transformers aren't known for their 
durability. You may have to round up a substitute. RME's circuits 
are pretty flexible, and if the original ran with around 300 volts B+, 
(45 used a 670VCT transformer), you can go down to anywhere between 
600 and 650 VCT for the plate winding. 


Resistor Rot: Check those IF amp cathode resistors. If they're out 
of spec (20%) and high, you've probably got a candidate for 100% 
resistor replacement. Also check that the 7C5 (6V6) cathode resistor 
hasn't drifted low. That's a real current gobbler in a design that 
hasn't got extra mils available. 


Wax Paper Condensors and molded "postage stamp" caps. Once again, 
leakage country. 


Schematic accuracy. RME may have built a radio that matches the 
published schematic, but never built a second one. I have yet to see 
the first. RME was a small short-run house, and any documentation 
they generated inside on "improvements" between runs never got to the 
outside. At any rate, ring out the set and develop your own schematic 
of what you've got.

I was cleaning out files and came across the article on the big modulator in 
the October 1947 CQ. I was considering using parts of the design for the 
homebrew rig I was considering with a 4-1000. The neat thing about this 
modulator is that its complete with a speech amplifier incorporated so there 
is no need to get or build a driver with a high level modulator. (I was 
going to use the 310B collins). The modulator finals are push pull 805's 
which with an upgrade of the power supply would be replaced with a pair of 
810's. I could use the circuit as it stands if I went with a 4-400 amp to 
replace the one I built as my first big rig. 


The homebrew rigs of the late 40's and 50's usually were built with top 
notch parts. Most builders considered the KW-1 wimpy (until Collins 
improved it) and the Globe King's sub-standard. 


With my vision problems I have to forgo building such a rig. If anyone 
knows of a 300W to 1KW rig complete with driver and modulator I would be 
interested in hearing about it. I am sure there are old rigs sitting around 
that need a good home (I can restore not build).

According to a representative at Seymour of Sycamore, Inc. the major 
supplier of spray paint, they were discontinuing their black wrinkle line. 
I have since received a brochure from the company and their Hot Rod Black 
which was a wrinkle is not listed. This had something to do with the 
lack of demand for wrinkle paint. 


My point is that for sometime now I have been recommending to those who 
ask for wrinkle paint to go to a Harley-Davidson Motorcycle Shop in your 
area since they carry the black wrinkle spray; however, I am not 
wondering if because of EPA regulations etc. we may find that this paint 
will be be unavailable. You may want to buy an extra can or two. I 
believe that this paint was packaged in Arizona. I just bet that the 
source of all if not most wrinkle spray paint is Seymours or should I say 
was. 


If someone knows more about this matter, please post. 


By the way, wrinkle paint can be mixed in your shop using a high speed 
dryer, black paint, and tung-oil. If anyone knows more on this subject, 
I would really like to know since I see this product disappearing from 
the market. It would nice to be able to buy it in bulk and spray it 
yourself especially for KW-1 cabinets. Yes, I need one sprayed.

I was filling the holes in the black wrinkle paint on my 


R-13 the other day and found something that worked. 
I wonder if some of you would try it and let me know 
if it works for you or if you can make improvements. 


Try it on a junker first. I was afraid the heat would 
blister-off the good paint. Turns out that "good" 
paint will stay on in the heat and only "rotten" paint 
blisters off. At least, that's what happened for me. 
Maybe I was just lucky this day or something. 


I don't recommend trying this on holes next to 
stamped-on markings, which may discolor with 

the heat, or near anything else that melts. It sure 
did make my R-13 look new, though.

I have the "Plasti-coat" (sp?) wrinkle paint and 
grey spray primer from Cheif Auto Parts. 

I've long since given-up on spraying for touch-ups, 
so I drained some of this paint into a container 
and use a couple of small paint brushes. 

You'll also need alcohol, swabs, a big heatlamp, 

a clamp to hold the work, polish and patience. 


1. Clean all the loose paint away from the "hole." 
2. Swab the area down with alcohol and allow to dry. 


3. Paint the touch-up area and the surrounding 
quarter-inch with the primer. 


4. Clamp the work in a holder since it gets very hot. 


5. Hold the piece under the heatlamp, 
moving constantly, until the primer is dry. 


6. Immediately brush on a moderate 
(not thick!) coat of wrinkle paint. 


7. Hold the piece under the heatlamp, 
moving constantly, until it's "smokin'"! 

8. Immediately lay on a thick coat of wrinkle paint 
and return the piece to the heatlamp.This is the 


tricky part, since the amount of paint you use 
sets the size of the wrinkle. 


9. Keep the piece moving so you get even heat everywhere. 
It will start to wrinkle unevenly, but keep the 
heat on it. It takes some practice to get 
this right. With patience, you will see a nice, 
even wrinkle. 


10. Set the piece aside to cool and don't touch the 
wrinkle for several hours. It's very fragile 
right now. Don't worry that the patch is "brighter" 
then the old paint. You're going to fix that. 


11. If you're satisfied with the texture of wrinkle, 
coat the piece with a good silicone polish like 
Scott's Liquid Gold or Armor-All. Some people 
prefer WD-40, though I've never tried it. This step 
will make all the paint match and look like new. 
Alternately, you can paint the entire piece with a 
modest coat of semi-gloss black. Otherwise, get 
out the paint remover and give'er another go. 


I'd sure like to hear from those brave 
and intrepid souls who give this a try.

Through the years I have used wrinkle finish on all the panels of my homebrew 
transmitters. I have never used any primer at all. Just paint the wrinkle on the 
bare metal following the directions on the can. Paint with strokes in one 
direction and wait a few minutes and finish the application with strokes in the 
opposite direction. I have found that once the paint is applied putting it out 
in the hot sun really makes it work. You can see the wrinkling "crawl" across 
the painted piece.

I've had good luck with xylene-reduced polyurethanes duplicating the 
"sandpaper" finish...did it 40 hours a week for 6 years refurbishing 
blood-cell separators [Lenmar brand in this case, but good luck trying 
to find someone who'll sell it to you if you're not a professional due 
to the toluene diisocyanate catalyst and nasty pigment and besides most 
commonly-available primers cause it to never cure completely and a month 
later you can still peel it off with your fingers but it looked 
GOOD--Sherwin-Williams Polane-T is pretty close in how it handles going 
through a spray gun and it's intended to be used primerless if I 
remember right]. I sprayed many very light coats [like, 5-10 coats 
before it hid the differences in color between the red spot putty and 
grey primer--these things are the size of a washing machine and if I 
could shoot 2 a day I felt I was doing good] thinned quite a bit with a 
lot of air, about 25 psi to a Binks Mach 1 HVLP gun, back off the 
workpiece about 2 feet so it gets vestiges of what a body-and-fender man 
would call "velvet". The trick is to use an extremely fast-drying 
reducer, xylene, toluene or MEK so the paint's starting to dry as it 
hits the workpiece. With the polyurethanes you have to do that anyway 
else it beads up like water on a fresh-waxed car. By varying the air 
pressure and the paint volume you can "walk" the coarseness of the 
"sandpaper" finish to whatever "grit" you want up to where it starts to 
bead up which is around the "36 grit" point. The other technique they 
don't tell you in books is with these polyurethane paints due to their 
high surface tension, you have to actually watch about a foot and a half 
behind the spray pattern to see how it's really laying down. 

There was an article in ER some years back on the restoration of a KW-1 
wherein the author tracked down a guy long since retired who had worked 
in the paint room at Collins for many years and described the technique 
in some detail and it sounded a lot like what we used to do--I highly 
recommend reading that article in ER for anyone who wants to try 
this--what I wrote just now is an abbreviated description. [Butch, how 
do you do it? Bet a buck the way we did it where I worked is one of 
those "fait accompli" that's all wrong but somehow worked out...and so 
it goes--more on that concept in a moment]. 


As to wrinkle finish, I've had excellent results with the PJ1 Fast Black 
Wrinkle available from SOME harley shops [this is NOT a Harley-Davidson 
branded product] on both bikes and ww2-era black wrinkle finishes 
[BC221's et al], but this paint [available only in black so it's moot 
for Collins anyway] is VERY sensitive to coating depth and cure temp--I 
bake it over a propane job-site heater that reaches temp's a household 
oven won't unless it's a self-cleaning electric [800+ degrees for the 
clean cycle and then the adjustability isn't there, a self-cleaner has 
one self-clean temp it locks in at] but it has taken me some years to 
perfect the technique...and the shelf life of that paint is short. [If 


Harley-Davidson has their own brand of wrinkle paint I hope it's better 
than their gloss ‘cuz their gloss paint...er, "pulls vacuum" if you 
can't bake it at at least 500 degrees and pre-heat the workpiece and 
even then it...er, "causes severe gluteal discomfort" to work with]. 
Perhaps a commercial pizza oven which runs around 650 degrees would have 
some merit here... 


By accident, the swingarm on my Harley is an exact [I mean EXACT] 
duplicate of the finish on my 5133. I shot it at ambient temp [70 
degrees, sunny, dry, low humidity] with a coat of plain ol' non-wrinkle 
rustoleum over Krylon brand primer and set it to dry between 2 little 
1500-W space heaters--the little ones about half the size of a 516F2 
that you buy at the discount store for $20...after 45 minutes between 
the two of those at 18" spacing [total 36" between the two heaters] the 
workpiece was just a little too hot to handle without gloves--I hit it 
with another coat of Rustoleum and it wrinkled up with a real superfine 
wrinkle texture--the finish is an exact, I mean EXACT, match to my 5133 
and extremely consistent in wrinkle size etc. And that time I was 
trying to match a glass-smooth powder-coat frame. Go figure. 


One thing I have learned, is the wrinkle paints available today are 
EXTREMELY touchy as to 
coating-thickness-vs-wrinkle-coarseness-vs-bake-parameters. With all 
the fins and slots, variations in wrinkle coarseness are not noticable 
on bike cylinders like they are on flat panels. 


I have yet to play with Eastwood's [www.eastwoodco.com] line of 
hammertone paints, which is a 3rd finish different from either wrinkle 
or "sandpaper", but if I ever do I'll report the results here. 73 de 
ka9egw.
